1) On our new parking signs. ..Ok, after quite a bit of friendly teasing, here's 
the story behind the new "Pastor's Parking" signs out in front. That first Sunday 
after Cindy's surgery, I thought I'd run up to the hospital for a brief visit during 
Sunday School; but when I returned I couldn't find any parking places in the en- 
tire parking lot. Finally after circling the building, I thought I'd park near one of 
the construction dirt piles and kind of make my own parking spot. That was fine, 
except that about 2 minutes before the service was to begin, I suddenly realized 
I'd left my microphone out in the car, so I quickly instructed the worship team to 
"keep playing till I get back!" Upon retrieving the microphone, I thought I'd take a 
short-cut through the outdoor worship area — only to discover I'd stepped in the mud! So, knowing the service was al- 
ready starting late, I pulled off my shoes and dashed into the bathroom to try to clean up quickly. Hearing the story, our 

property folks thought it was maybe time for a designated "Pastor's Parking." I've discovered it is quite handy to 

have! But you may noticed there are a couple of new signs in the northwest corner of the parking 
lot as well, now designating a path to "overflow parking" out in the ball field . We realize this isn't 
ideal, but hopefully it will help until our construction and expanded parking is completed. Thanks 
for your patience and we struggle with these "happy problems" of traffic and crowding and over- 
flow. 

2) On our "Grocery Certificate" ministry... If you buy grocery certificates from King Soopers or 
Safeway through us, it will not cost you one extra penny for your groceries — but each dollar of 
groceries spent with our grocery certificates will earn the church 5 cents for extra ministry and 
outreach. It adds up! Just do the math; if 100 families each week buy $100 of grocery certificates 
through us, that's an extra $500 a week that we can raise for ministry! Our various council minis- 
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tries are taking turns managing the sale of our grocery certificates from a table in the narthex. The funds raised each 
month, will support that particular council ministry. So, think about it. It's a totally painless fundraiser that does not cost 
you one penny. But each dollar earns the church an extra five cents for ministry. You're going to buy groceries anyway, 
aren't you? Why not support the work of the kingdom at the same time? 

3) On our faithfulness in stewardship... I really believe that one of the most wonderful traditions of this church is our 
tradition of giving our "first-fruits" away to various outreach projects. Our council is proposing that this next year the 
first 20% of our income be given away — before any salaries or bills are paid. I'll be very honest with you — we're hop- 
ing as church leaders that our church is being a good "role model" of Christian stewardship so that you'll "dare to 
share" the "first-fruits" of YOUR income for the work of the Lord as well. Have you ever dared to tithe? It's a little scary 
if you never have before! And it takes quite a bit of faith to trust that the Lord will meet all your needs if you dare to 
share the first 10% for the work of the kingdom. You see, if you've only practiced "left-over" giving your whole life, just 
giving God the "left-overs," I'm sure you've discovered that there's usually not much left over for the work of the Lord! 
But every "tither" I've ever met, has testified to what a blessing it has been in terms of learning to trust God more 
deeply and growing in faith and discipleship. Is this the year you might try "tithing"? As you can imagine, as our church 
grows, the demands on our staff grows as well; so we are proposing some extra hours for various staff members for 
2006, if possible. 

4) On our education expansion. ..We thank you for; 1) providing us an "estimate of giving" for our 2006 budget, and 
2) "Into the Future with Faith" pledge for our expansion. As you can see, most of the outside work is now complete and 
we're hoping for find a date (perhaps soon after Christmas) where we can invite all of you in (before carpet is laid!) to 
"write your prayers" on the floor of the various rooms of our expansion much as we did with our new sanctuary. God 
has blessed us with a surge of new people this year. Let's pray that we can work together to faithfully provide the 
space needed for our growing ministries! 

5) On staff transitions. ..We want to thank Josephine Vece who has served as our "Ministry Coordinator" since June 
of 2001 , as she has been offered a fulltime job with an associate of our congregation. Many of you have known Jose- 
phine as that person who "makes sure that Sunday Servants are all in place" for our worship services. Perhaps less 
known however, is the way Josephine has often been that person behind the scenes cleaning up the coffee, locking 
doors, & shutting off lights at the end of a busy Sunday morning. Most recently, Josephine as been a BIG help in our 
office as Carol has been on medical leave, and as Janelle has been out of town. As much as we will miss Josephine, 
we are thankful 1) that our "volunteer" base has grown significantly with the completion of our new sanctuary so that 
we now finally have in place various "coordinators" for our "Sunday Servants," and 2) we are very thankful to Nanette 
Goings who as agreed to now help with new member assimilation.

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The View from 
the Coffee Cup

At many of our recent Wednesday morning men's Bible 
studies, we have been dealing with some hard questions, 
particularly regarding Hurricanes Katrina and Rita. For 
instance, not long ago our group read Psalm 91 , which 
includes this: "He will command his angels concerning 
you to guard you in all your ways... so that you will not 
strike your foot against a stone." But what do we do with 
that when it comes to Asian tsunamis or Pakistani earth- 
quakes or Gulf hurricanes? Even apart from human fail- 
ings (which are not insignificant), these phenomena go 
far beyond the power of mere human beings to produce. 
How do they fit the Psalms' promises of protection? 
Some of the thoughts that emerged around our Wednes- 
day morning tables are these: 

1. There have often been disasters in this world, but, 
contrary to George Will's recent remark that "earth is not 
altogether intelligently designed," we af- 
firmed that this world is created for God's 
purposes, which often are more con- 
cerned with growth in holiness than with 
our own immediate happiness. 

2. Some of the men told of wonderful miracles and healings of God. But we all ac- 
knowledged that things don't always turn out so well. Still, we pray earnestly for 

God's healings and protection, and, when these are given, we give thanks to God. Also, the Bible 
sees these as signs of God's ultimate will for all in Christ - signs of the Kingdom of God that can be- 
gin to break into our broken world even now. 

3. The ultimate promise of God's protection is protection from the disastrous effects of sin, and the 
ultimate healing of all of God's people is in heaven. Our assurance is in Christ, who died an unpro- 
tected death as he absorbed God's judgment in our place on the Cross. Jesus rose from the dead, 
and God's final protection plan for his people will not break down, whatever may happen on our short 
walk through this world. 

These remarks are by no means intended as full and complete answers to the evils and disasters of 
life. But it's very important for us to wrestle with these concerns, Bible in hand. I'm glad that we have 
many different small groups at Faith Community where life's big questions can be asked. May God 
guide us and lead us to his ultimate Answer.

This once again became painfully 
clear to me during the devastating hurricanes and earthquake that have recently ravaged our world. 

We live in an imperfect world. We as Christians strive to "Go Out In Power" and serve the Lord in ALL circum- 
stances every day. Our theme song (and exit song every Sunday in November) is just that, to Go Out In Power! It 
is not an easy task, some days I want to crawl under the covers and say, "Not today God." BUT, God IS our 
strength, for our every need, and Praise and Thanksgiving for that! 

As always, if your travels bring you to another church on Sunday to worship, bring me the bulletin so we can see 
what other folks are doing! We are always looking for new and creative ways to enhance our worship experience 
and music at Faith Community! Let me know how you think we are doing, leave me a note on my desk in the ex- 
isting choir room. Blessings on you as you prepare this month to celebrate the Lord of Harvest.
